So Mena one of the firſt kings of Zerpt,athrmed that 
he had inſtructions for making of his lawes and decrees 
tothe Egiptians, trom god:Mercurtus, | 

Inlike fort Licer2us made the Lacedemonians be- 
leeue,thatthe lawes which-he gaue vato them were dC» 
liuvered vnto him from/Appolio in Degphos.. 

Thepeople of Creete were perſwaded fully by CMti> 
noes their firſt lawe- maker,thatthe lawes which he gaue 
vnto them, weredeliuered vnto him from 1#piter, that 
thereby thelaw might the more be feared, andthe laws- 
makers better obeyed. 

So did Numa Pomy. warranthis lawes which he eſta-
